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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not convincing. The 
Applicant argues that the cited references are only drawn to adhesive coating as opposed to the protective coating of the claimed 
invention. This argument is not convincing since Ingraham et al. teaches a protective coating that is identical to the material claimed in 
the instant application, Additinally, Shane et al. teaches that protective coatings may be applied to the GRAFOIL, in addition to the 
adhesive coatings (See Col. 14, lines 31 - 35, for example). Coatings applied for the purpose of adding reflectivity, additional strength 
and particularly wear and oxidation resitance are indeed protective coatings that would have been sufficient to prevent flaking. 
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
